DAWES BEATS MOVE 
TO END SESSION 


Vice President Upsets Ad- 


ministration Program in 
Breaking 40-to-40 Tie in 
Senate.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The 


Senate late this afternoon adopted 
the conference report on the Mis- 
sissippi barge line bill increasing 
the. capitalization of the Inland 
Waterways Corporation from 
$5,000,000 to $15,000,000 and au- 


thorizing it to extend its opera- 
tions to the Missouri and Illinois 
rivers. The report was presented 
by Senator McNary (Rep.) of Ore- 
gon and was adopted without dis- 
cussion. 

Completion of action on the bill 

restored the prospect of adjourn- 
ment tomorrow afternoon. It was 
thought that several votes which 
Senator Reed of Missouri rounded 
up against adjournment at that 
time inorder to give the barge line 
bill a chance to get through, were 
now ready to be cast the other 
way. 
Adoption of the barge line re- 
port was followed quickly by simi- 
lar action in the House. 
the last stép needed to send the 
bill to the President. 

Vice President Dawes put him- 
self into the foreground: of the po- 
litical picture today by barking out 
a “no” that decided temporarily 
against the administration plan to 
adjourn Congress at & o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon, 

The occasion recalled by con- 
trast the historic nap of the Vice 
President three years ago, when 
bis absence from the Senate 
caused the confirmation of Charles 
Beecher Warren as Attorney-Gen- 
eral to be defeated by a tie vote, 

Dawes was very much alive to- 
day. The Senate’s vote on the 
House concurrent resolution pro- 
viding for adjournment at 5 p. m. 
Tuesday was 40 to 40. Without 
a pause, after announcing. the fig- 
ures, .Dawes called out stridently: 
“The chair votes no.” 

Laughter went up from the floor 
and the crowded galleries broke 
into unrebuked applause. 

Gives Boulder Dam a Chance. 

Tha action of the Vice Presi- 
dent in holding the Senate in ses- 
sion won him high favor with 
those who are seeking to break 
the filibuster against the Boulder 
Dam bill: Indications are that 
if the bill-is permitted to come to 
a vote in the Senate it will be 
passed. It has recently gone 
through the House after years of 
effort. 

Had the Senate voted to adjourn 
tomorrow afternoon, 
by Leaders Curtis and Robinson, 
the task of talking the Boulder 
Dam bill to death would have been 
made easy. As it is, thanks to the 
Vice President, Senator Johnson 
of California, in charge of the dam 
bill, still has a chance to wear out 
the filibuster led by Ashurst of 
Arizona. 


The Boulder dam advocates 
were joined in their fight against 
early sev sbiegateon by Senators 
Hale of Maine and’ others who are 
trying to put through the House 
bill for new battleship construc- 
tion, This bill, which has the 
strong opposition of some of the 
Senate Progressives, would have 
been deprived of all chance by a 
vote to adjourn tomorrow. 

In general, however, the vote 
against the adjournm@at was a vic- 
tory for liberal sentiment in the 
Senate. It represents to some de- 
gree a victory over the power lob 
by, which is fighting the Boulde- 
Dain bill as it fought the Muscla 
Shoals measure and the Walsh res- 
olution for a Senate investigation 
of the power utilities, 

The Senate’s action ieft the dat« 
of adjournment completely up itn 
the air. 

Missourians Back Johnson. 

“The first vote of the day wags on 
Senator Johnson's motion to ad- 
journ Jun» 5. He figured that if

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Testi- 
mony that New York schools, 
both private and public, were cir- 
cularized with public utility in- 
formation and that $25,000,000 
was spent last year in utility ad- 
vertising was given the Federal 
Trade Commission today by Fred 


W. Crone, director of the New 
York State Committee on Public 
Utility Information. 

About 66,000 copies of a pam- 
phiet, entitled, “Know New York,” 
was distributed .o nearly 6060 
schools, he said. and about 30,000 
copies of another ‘booklet called 
‘Servants of Progress’’ also were 
sent out by his organization and 
the Empire State Gas & Electric 
Association. 

Questioned by Commissioner 
McCulioch on the purpose of dis- 
‘tributing the matter in schools, 
Crone said that it was “not purely 
selfish” but to help the schools as 
well as the utilities, 

Turning to the attitude of utility 
companies on Gov. Smith’s fight 
in New York for the development 
of power on the St. Lawrence 
river, Crone said the utilities want- 
ed the streams of the State regu- 
lated in order to prevent waste 
during flood seasons and in order 
to assure an even flow in order 
to produce power at other times. 

Fighting Gov, Smith. 

In, this connection, a pamphlet 
Crone wrote entitled, “River Reg- 
ulation ‘in New York State,” was 
introduced and the witness was 
askel if this and other pamphicts 
which were’circutated by the hun- 
dreds of thousands were not writ- 
ten to combat Smith’s water fight. 
Crone said that the utilities, were 
opposed to the State’s entrance into 
the utility business and wanted 
development of the streams within 
the State.

KILLED BY GAS IN 
PASADENA GARAGE 


Founder of Busy Bee Stores 
Started Engines of Two 
Autos and Let Fumes End 
His Life. 


By the Associated Press. 

PASADENA, Cal., May 28.— 
Lying on the running board of 
one of his two automobiles, with 
the running engines of both pour- 
ing out carbon monoxide gas, the 
body of Walter W. Candy of St. 
Louis, founder of the Busy Bee 


Candy Co. of that city, was found 
in his garage here yesterday. 

Police said he apparently had 
taken his life because of despon- 
dency due to ill health, an opevsa- 
tion two months ego having failed 
to bring improvement. 

Members of Candy’s household 
told the officers he arose early 
without disturbing anyone in the 
house and made his way to the ga- 
rage.\ There he evidently started 
motors of both automobiles and 
after clesing the garage doors 
seated himself on a running board 
to await death. 

‘His body was discovered by his 
widow who, hearing the motors, 
inyestigated and found him dead. 

Candy was the founder of the 
chain of Busy Bee candy stores 
in St. Louis which developed into 
one of the large confectionery 
companies of the country. 

No inquest will be held. After 
funerai services here the body will 
be taken to St. Louis for burial. 
Besides his widow, he is survived 
by two sons, Walter W. Jr. and 
William, both students at Prince- 
‘ton University, and a 6-year-old 
daughter, Peggy. 

Mr. Candy was 70 years old. 
Born in England, he came to the 
United States when a young man.

GRAFT FROM BOOTLEGGERS 


Checks Property of O’Brien, For- 


The Government is trying-to col- 
lect income tax on the money which 
0. O. O’Brien, former Police Mag- 
istrate at East Alton, now in Leav- 
enworth Penitentiary, has con- 
fessed he extorted from Madison 
County bootleggers. 

This became known today when 
the Collector of Internal Revenue 
at Springfield, Ill., forwarded to 
Madison County Assessor at 
Edwardsville notice of a tax lien 
of $21,999.35 against O'Brien's 
property. The lien represents in- 
come for 1925-26-27. The Assessor 
is having a hard time finding anv 
property. O’Brien boasted of col. 
lecting huge sums for protection, 
but is thought to have exaggerated 
the total and to have spent most of 
what he collected. However, re- 
ports persist that he has property 
concealed somewhere. 

O’Brien was in a group of Madi 
son County petty officials and boot. 
leggers convicted several months 
ago of conspiracy to violate tho 
prohibition law. He was sentencei 
to 18 months in Leavenworth and 
was fined $10,000, which he saia 
he could not pay.

ing a return on the

‘“T see no necessity for waiting 
for directions from Washington or 
anywhere else to proceed with a 
preliminary investigation, and if 
this convinces me that a criminal 
prosecution should be instituted 
against Sheriff Wilmas, I will sub- 
mit all the facts to the Grand Jury 
and let that body pass on it.” 

The Federal Grand Jury for this 
term will resume its sessions June

Prosecutor Also to Act. 

Prior to Judge Mulloy’s state- 
ment, Prosecuting. Attorney Muel- 
ler of St. Louis County asserted 
he would make an investigation of 
the Sheriff’s big income and activ- 
ities outside those prescribed by 
his office, and if the result war- 
ranted, it would present the facts.

on which he had made no Federal 
income tax return. He was told a 
check had been made of his bank 
accounts and this money did not 
come from his office fees or other 
State sources, nor from his farm. 

Taken by surprise, the Sheriff at | 
first parried the questions, and 
then remarked: 

“Oh, that was pocket money. I 
carry around as much as $6000 o- 
$8000 in my pockets at times.” 

The Government agents there- 
upon handed the Sheriff a return 
they had made out and demanded 
that he sign it. It was for $30,000 
above his other known sources of 
income. He asked permission to 
confer with his attorney, which was 
granted, and A. E. L. Gardner, 
former State Senator, was called, 
Gardner and the Sheriff held a 
whispered conversation in the of- 
fice vault, after which the Sherif 
Signed the return and gave the 
Federal officers his check for the

“My Business,” Sheriff Insists. 

Wilmas repeatedly refused to 
disclose the source of this income 
to the Government agents. Asked 
again today by the Post-Dispatch 
where he got the $30,000, he said: 

“That is my own business. My 
personal affairs are my own af- 
fairs.’’ 

He would not admit that he was 
forced by the Government, after a 
secret and exhaustive investigation 
of his affairs, to sign a return for 
income from secret sources, but 
preferred to tell that he had prop- 
erly made returns to the State on 
his salary as Collector of St. Louis 
County prior to 1924, when he was 
elected Sheriff. He did say that 
hig only source of income was his

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CENTRAL TRADES 
INDORSES FIGHT ON 
MACHINE MUSIC 


Decides to Back National 
Campaign of Federation 
of Musicians for Employ- 
ment of Orchestras. 


Plans for a nationwide cam- 
paign by the American Federation 
of Musicians against the use of 
“machine music” in theaters in 
place of the regulation orchestra 
were indorsed by the Central 


| Trades and Labor Union here at a 


meeting yesterday. 

Steve Butler, representing the 
local musicians’ union, who re- 
quested the indorsement, told of a 
decision by the American Federa- 
ftion convention at Louisville last 
week to raise a fund of $10,000,000 
through an assessment of 2 per 
cent of the weekly pay of each of 
the 75,000 theater musicians in the 
United tates to fight “canned 
music” in theaters and other 
amusement places. The first as- 
sessment is to become payable in 
September, Butler said. 

The pay of theater musicians 
throughout the country varies from 
$48 a week in neighborhood pic- 
ture shows to $90 weekly in the 
so-called “movie palaces” and legi- 
timate theaters. On this basis the 
$10,000,000 fund will accrue at the 
rate of more than $80,000 a week 
and: national officers of the Fed- 
eration of Musicians are empow- 
ered to continue the assessment 
after the fund has been accumu-: 
lated in the event of strikes or 
other conditions requiring large ex- 
'penditures. 

Union Plans Suit. 

Butler also told Central Trades 
delegates that the Musicians 
Union plans to file suit for $40,- 
000 damages in Circuit Court here 
tomorrow against the Board of 
Police Commissioners and the 
management of the Astor, Senate 
and Rainbow theaters in the 
downtown district, as the result 
of the arrest early this month of 
nine men, including three musi- 
cians, who were picketing the 
theaters in protest against the use 
of “machine” music. 

The suit, according to Butler, 
will charge that the pickets were 
arrested as the result of a con- 
spiracy between the Police Com- 
missioners and the theater man- 
agement. Charges against the 
pickets were dismissed in Police 
Court, but they did not return to 
their “beats’’ in front of ‘the 
theaters because of warnings that 
they would be arrested again, 
Butler said. 

The union protested to Presi- 
dent Orrick of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners without avail 
and later to Gov. Baker, who an- 
nounced that he would not inter- 
fere. Legal action was then de- 
cided upon, Butler said, and it is 
planned to take the depositions of 
Orrick and other defendants in the 
suit. The theater management has 
denied responsibility for the ar- 
rests, declaring that the action was 
yoluntary on the part of the po- 
lice, 

One Assessment Now Operative. 

In addition to the 2 per cent 
assessment, which is to become ef- 
fective in September, a number of 
musicians’ local unions, including 
that in St, Louis, now assess all 
members 1 per cent of their week- 
ly pay for the fight against “ma- 
chine” music, A revenue of $35,- 
000 a year is derived here through 
this assessment, which will be con- 
tinued after the 2 per cent assess- 
ment goes into effect, according to 
Butler.

Norwegian Flyer Leaves to Join 
Search for Italia. 
By the Associated Press. 

OSLO, Norway, May 28.—Lieut. 
Luetzow Holm, Norwegian ace, 
started at noon today from Horten 
in a Norwegian navy hydro-air- 
plane for Tromsoe on the first part 
of a trip to Spitzbergen to begin a 
search’ from the air for the missing 
dirigible Italia. 

Holm, who intends to explore the 
north and northeast coats of Spitz- 
bergen, hoped to arrive at Trom- 
soe at midnight. He will immedi- 
ately board the sealer Hobby, hired 
by the Italian Government for the 
Spitzbergen trip, which is ready to 
start as soon as the naval hydro- 
airplane is put aboard. Holm was 
accompanied by Mechanic Myre. 

The steamer Braganza, which 
also is at Tromsoe, started today 
for Spitzberger. Its commander 
will get in touch with the Italia’s 
base ship, Citta di Milano, to as- 
sist in a search for the Italia. 

Rescue Plans Withheld. 

Preparations are being rushed 
for a large auxiliary expedition to 
search for the missing dirigible- It 
is expected the details -~ill be con- 
cluded tonight. . 

. No word as to the exact plans 
has been divulged and the Italian 
legation refuses any information. It 
is thought, however, that Captain 
Riiser-Larsen, second in command 
of the North Pole voyage of the 
Norge in 1926, will be the leader. 

In view of meteorological  re- 
ports, Capt. Riiser-Larsen said that 
the Italia probably had landed 
somewhere north of Spitzbergen 
and that it was not likely that the 
ship had been driven any further. 
Lieut. Holm, therefore, has orders 
to fly from Kings Bay northward, 
searching along the ice-covered 
coast of north and eastern Spitz- 
bergen.

The unit of measurement of heat 
production is the calorie. A calorie 
is a definite amount ef beat, just 
as an inch is a definite amount of 
length. It is the amount of heat 
required to raise a kilogram of wa- 
ter Ome degree centigrade (or a 
pound of water eight degrees 
Fahrenheit). It would be interest- 
ing to show you the apparatus used 
to determine the caloric value of 
Gifferent foodstuffs. It is a large 
chamber capable of admitting the 
entire animal to be studied—man 
er dog: water coils surround it so 
that all the heat generated by the 
body in a given time may be 
measured, and the amount of oxy- 
gen it uses and the amount of car- 
bon dioxide it gives off can be de- 
termined.
